things in Ezckiel, Joel, Zachary, and other Prophets : yea Moſes, Balaams, and Enochs 
Prophe fies.are for our uſe in many things enlightned therety,aud aptly by ſuch help,fall in- 
to their dne place in their Drone contrivance, and are therein as one wheel fitted for the 
motion of another, But this manner of proceeding Ordine aralytico,as we may ſay,ts find 
ove the firſt by the diſcovery of, the laſt ,and that myſterious al fo(theugh we gave ſome dire- 
tions to that purpoſe formerly) yet many ans difficulty appear backward to make 
rmprovement theref.

We have now therefore tro mdke the way of the Diſcovery of ſuch Myſteries of the latter 
times yet more eaſie,being by Gods grace and truth led on therein to whom the glory thereo®

king in ſuch trm1hs in order as they have been,and art,in fulfilling in applyingGods Sum- 
mary of all Chriftian Religion ,Gen«3, 15. That the Seed ct the Woman ſhall break the

Firſt before the Law, Chriſts Prieft-hood was typified by Abel, whom 
the holy Gho(t records, not only to have offered an acceprable ſacrifice 
unto Gecd,but for that very reaſon he was wickedly made by his Brother 
a Type in his death, of Chriſts moſt excellent ſacrifice, which ſpeaketh 
berter things to his people then the blood of Abel, Heb. 12. 24. his 
Prophetical and Kingly offices, both ſeem to be reſembled then alſo in * 
Adam who had (o trained up his ſons in Gods worſhip, thar in one of 
them his ſacrifice was accepted, and whoſe Authority which for a time 
was ſolely (through Gods mercy, ) left in him in ſome meaſure, being 
then as the only earthly King. 

Exoch was alſo a Propher, Jude 14. who as he foretold of Chrifts 
eminent Kingly glory, with a nore of obſervacion of his great appear- 
ive 3 | Lo he cometh with ten thouſaud of his Saints to execute Nod "a 
went, Oc.) ſo he was ſo holy and heavenly both inhearc ane life , that . 
the Scriptures gives that bigh Teſtimony of him, rþat he walked with 
God, and as a Type of Chrifis aſcenticn in his Prieflly office be was 
eranſlared and was no longer in the world, bur had that ceſtimeny, thac 
he pleaſed God, namely, through Chriſc in whom he is well pleaſed 

ith all his Saints, Heb, 11. 5. 

Noah alſo as a King and deliverer of thoſe with him, being fitted 
and furniſhed, and ordered all along by him, to carry on thar great 
work of making the Ark, and ſaving men and other creatures in it, was 
therein Chriſts Kingly Type, who 1s the true Ark of his Church, to car- 
ry them up above the waters of afflition, or over-flowing deſttuion 
of wicked meny and will carry chem ſafe as on Eagles wipgs, when utter 
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d:ſolation ſraltbe the portion cf all-his, and cheir proud and obſtinate 
enemies at the laſt day, G's, 

Again, before God had an inſtituted Church in the world, Abraham 

23 a King delivered bis Family aud Friends, led Captives by their Ene- 
mies, 3s Chriſt the great King ſnculd afterwards do for his, &'c. [ſans 
beipg ready to be ſacrificed ar his Fathers appointmenc, figured Chrifts 
willing laying cemn cf his lite in his Prieſtly office, and Jaceb as a Pro- 
pher fote-telling thipgs to come; reſerubled Chriſis Prophecical office, 
ro all the Tribes of the 1/rarl of Ged : and ſome likewiſe then, as 4- 
traham and Melchiſedeck, ſet forth divers of Chriſts offices together : 
1s Abraham was Propher and Ki»g, Melcirſedeck King and Prickt : 
who both jcyntly might decypher thercin to the People of God, bing 
{0 was to be Prophet, P:iett and King, of his true Church, &c, 

Seccndly, as for all the Laws ſo texChizg ſacrifice, and the tules and 
codſittutions in uſe, (ther) for rhe due performance thereof

tath likewiſe cancurred wich his ſoveraign -Providence, and ins provi 
dence with ic, as was alſo witneſſed roby bis Propbets, in all Ages 
firce the world begun {as we ſhewed before) and hath alread; in 2 
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orcat part-been fulfilled almoſt ro the finiſhing of the ſecond grear 
Period of his eminent: Prieſily cfhce, when he (h:ll come frora ods 
right hand, to begin viſibly to make his foes his footfioo!, at the en- 
rrance upon the third great Period 3»concerning, which wavy thinzs 
were deiivered more cbCurely, by the former Prophets, and aiterwr ds 
more ard more clearly, but lately by Chrilt Jeſus, d.vinely and poy:r- 
fully revealed in that h:avenly book of his revelations to St. John, and 
let all faichtul Chriftians (er1ouſly weigh theſe things, 

Yea furthergit is manyfſeſt in the (tory of the Goſpel, how Chriſt in 
his life (er forth remarkably theſe his ſaid three great offices, in his own 
Perſon ; firlt as the great Prophet that :Woſes had fore-told of, Dent. 
18. 18. A Prophet ſhall the Lord your God raiſe up unto you of your 
Brethren, like unto me, as Aﬀts 3.21. and 7. 37. he was like to him as 
being firſt of their brethrengof one of the Tribes cf 1/rae/ as mar;S*ccn- 
cly, like unto Moſery1s having the ſame ſpiric of eruth, leading tim into 
all ruth. Thirdly, lixe unto him, as teaching the ſame truth in ſubRance, 
Fourtt1y, like unco him in applying all things woich Moſes taught to 
their right purpoſes, Fiſtly, like urco Moſes who was faithful in all 
Gods houſe, Heb,3.2. inall things accompliſhing the will of God, 
which by Meſes had been revealed concernipg bimſelf, alrkough he did 
nor add new truths to what (in ſubſtance ) was formerly revealed, bur 
applyed ſome, explained others, and fulfilled all, which Gud had ap- 
pointed him : and reſolved all profirable queſiions,and cleared needſul 
(cruples or doubts. Secondly, as the great high Prieſt and Anti-tpe of 
all the former high prieſts, and che ſubltance of all the former ſhadows, 
the accomwpliſhmenr of all propherical prediftions, the excellency of 
whoſe high prieſt-hood was ſuch, that all former reſembvlances were lit- 
tle enough, but even to ſhadow out his prieſt hood and ſufferings, (fer 
he was then in the ful vigour of that office, when he had received a 
| body, ro punt legal ſacrifices out of date, and acceptance with Eod, as

ſhewed his divine Kingly glory at his transfiguration : beſides many 0- 
ther divine appearances of his Soveraigntie by calming che Seas, ſil- 
ing the winds, ejeing of Devils, commanding them to depart, or go 
into the deep, &'c. Though ſome of theſe ſeemed to confi m bis office 
of prieſi-hood, or comfort and firengthen his Diſciples agaioſt remp- 
cations, and encourage them with-the expeRation of his Kivgly glory 
co come, which now he ſhewed ſomtimes ſome glympſes of (as from the 
Goſpel may be obſerved. | 

Laſtly, God gives Teſtimony in the Goſpel to all Chriſt offices, by bis 
word and wonders in his life, or at his deach : thar as they were. oppo=- 
ſed and diſgraced by men, ſo they were gloriouſly vindicated and main- 
tained by God.

Anſwer. Ficlt, they aic not any of thay. to be underſiacd excluſive- 
ly in reſfe& of che other, which all according to the revealed will of 
God had{ever fnce this grand promiſe made)their being & uſe to every 
particular faithtul Soul,” but they are ro be unde; food of the Eminent 
and orderly execution © them, in reſpe& of the Univerſal Church, 
whereio each of them ſhould be in cheir glory and exellencie in their 
due ſeaſons, though (as we rored ) the efficacie of all of them yas in 
all cimes manitelt ro all Gods fairtful people ; for though the eminenc 
manifeftations of each of Chrifts Ofhcers of Mediatorſhip was, is, and 
will-be in order in their ſeveral Gitiin& Periods of the World; yet ſome 
manifeſtations er reſemblarces have been cf all three, in all cimes of 
the Old Teftament (as we have ſhewed even now Jand even to Chriſts 
death, although C hrifts Prepherical office was then moſt eminent, 
whereby che will of his heavenly Father was then all along in revealing

Cbriftt ath alſo ſhewed himſelf a Prophet co his Church, though nor 
in ading new truths to be known ard beleived, in (ubiance. by bis 
people, for that was fully done by him under the Old Teſtament, yea 
the i1ubliance thereof {in generais at lea(?,) was ſet down 1n the Pente- 
teuch or five Books of Moſes, yer for opening and applying of dark 

aflages to their right purpoſes, he did that in his own Perſon, whilſt 
be was upcn Earth, in many particulars, and ſent his Spirir ( as he pro- 
miled) atter his aſlention to guide and reach his Apotiles, and other 
faithful Meſſengers 3 by ſuch an office of ſpiritual Prophefie, ro guide 
them into all truths, 70.14.16.& 15,26.& 16,13. As Was manife(t in thoſe 
Prophets and Apofiles dayes, and in their degrees in others ever fince, 
whereby they have been inabled ro open Milieries and dark parts of ho- 
ly Ectiptures, which as he bath done, ſo be will do in all fuccefſions of 
Ages of the World, and intheir fitteſt ſeaſons as he ſees $00d ro make 
them known, Oc. 

Ard it appea?s likewiſe in tke Period ro come of this thouſand years 
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reign on Earth with his raiſed Saints, ipwhich Period bis Kingly office 
will likewiſe bz mo eminent; that chep hisPropherical ofice-by his Spi- 
ritzthen according roGods word to be pouted out abuncantly, there wil, 
be then greater clearneſs of d;yin2 tiuth, and greater vigour of ſpiritual 
orace with wonderful d ſcovzrtes of Scripture mytteries,C-24tures,provi- 
dences,when as he ſaid,the / emplc of God ſhall be opened 1n Heaven and 
men ſhall ſee 1u his T emple the Ark of hu Teſtament,\(ev.,11.19.1 is 
Chritts eainent P:ieftly ofhice thac obtained ravſe benziics of the 
chouſand yeats, as in the word they were before revealed : aud much 
uſe will likewiſe bz (even then ) of his Prietly oftice, till after the end 
of his ſaid thouſand years reign, and tie dreadful deitrucion 07 the lai 
Gog and ,Magog Rev. 20. Even #nto the ſounding of the laſt Trumpet. 
1 1heſ, 4. 16. that (Death aud Hell ben caſt into the Lake of 
Brimſtone. ) All thoſe bleſled-2nd holy Saints: chat had parc in thar fir(t 
reſurre&ion in the thouſand years, and all choſe deal in Chrit, (then) 
from the cime of his ſecond coming to be firſt raiſed (then) before the 
wicked, and Thirdly, all thoſe fairhful ones (then } living on Earthin 
the natural life, who ſhall then have a change 19 a moment in ſtead of . 
2 death, with all the others aforeſard,8& ſo altogether rapt, up ſudden- 
ly ro meer Chriſt in the Air, and chencforth co be ever with the Lord 
in a glorious condition, x Theſ. 4.15. 16, 17, 1 Cor. 15. 51,52, 
5. Bur becauſe the eminent breaking of the Serpents ( Satans ) head 
wiil be mainly. manifeſt in the Period of Chris eminenc_ Kingly 
office, whereby that great work of his Mediatorſhip, ſhall bz moſt glo+ 
riouſly in the ſhew compleated : as we now declared ) we ſhall 
therefore endeavour further to ſer forth the excellencie thereof, a little 
touch upon thoſe great things which che holy Scriptures ſer down to 
bz fulfilled from Chriſts appearance and coming in the clouds of Hea- 
ven to take his Kingdom, and begin his thouſand years reign on earth 
with his blefſed and holy Saints 3 then to be raiſed, and thence forward 
ro the lal} judgement; in which interim wil be fulfilled all choſe things 
foretold concerning many myſteries, whoſe accompliſhment now draws 
on verynizh. As fi:ft, that Anti-Chriſt with his Complices or Partie 
ſhall be deſtroyed ar che appearance of his coming. 2 The. 2, 8. When 
they that would not have him reign overthem, (hall theo be brought 
and ſlain before him, £Z#%- 19.27. Then he will gloriouſly manifeſt 
himſelf to his people the Jews, and wonderfully, powerfully, and graci- 
ouſly convert the body of that Nation, and taking the va lz fron their 
hea:t, that they may ſp! icually as well as vibbly, ſee him whom they 
had peirced, and he penitent, Zac. 12.10. So converting them and 
raking away their fins. .E/,- 66,8, ' Za. 3.9, Who thereupon be- 
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&cminge zalous and faithful Chriſtians, will cccaGion the Gezri/e Nati - 
ons (elttanged before.) to be then brought nigh, and co come in abun- 
dancly at their rifing, Ef, 66.6, 7, 8, &c. and E/, 19. towards the 
latter end: then will begin the reſurretion of the juſt ſpoken cf Lak, 
14. 14. and Luk. 20, 35, 36, Every buen cheir own order, 1 Cor,15, 
Then will &ods Covenant to Abraham, Iſaack, and Jacob be perſonal- 
ly fulfilled, concerning his giving the Land of Canaan to them, and 
their Poſterity to the exd of che World, Dewt, 31,8, tort, Which 
they had not 1n their life timefullilled co them, nor having ſo nwgGh 
then as to ſet their foot on A#s7. Nor having received that pro- 
miſe as ſaith che Apoſtle Heb, u. Alchough he had ſaid ' ver, 8. Thar

Mavs redemption, and delivered all his Creatures efficacioufly from 
Satans bondage, and obtained for rhberra new Liberty, Right and D-- 
minion,that there they ſhovld bave it with bim, all that cime chat the 
Soveraign Lord God of Heaven and Farth hath appointed ir for him 
and them, his revealed will beipg in-that reſpeR ſo made know in all 
Ages 


Aves of bis|Church:thar'ic ſhould be (o fulfilled, neirher is that apr pro- 
portion of Gods making the' World in fx. .daies,. and reſting the

And will ic not then appear willing ignorance, not 
oe Iren.p.zo, tomquire when we are {0 incouraged. co it by Chrilt 
Jl» 32. himſelf?

And all this being the ſummarie of the Goſpel and Chriſtian Religi- 
op, might here laigly woder many heads be furcher conſidered and ap- 
plyed ; but many compeads of the body of Divinity, have ingreat pare 
excellently done thar already : only what reſpe&ts the general confidera- 
tion of Cirilts ſaid three great offices ([ucceſhvely, wherein the glory of 
Chriſts v'Rory and tryumph over-Satan is revealed, carried on, and will 
be fully accompliſhed, (is chiefly.confiderable) is lirtle obſerved or ac- 
knowledged by many, and yet the Divme book” of Revelation which is 
the Key to open Damels fo:merly (hut up Mylteries, with many orhers 
in the P:ophers of old, doth rongly enfo:ce it, and all orher Myſtical 
parts of koly Scriptures, do therein concur to make upa ſumanry of 
-the excellent Do&rine, reſpeRing the eminent glory of Chriſts 
Kingly cffice in the third Period of the Reign of che Saints wich him, 
and under bim, and for him is the thouſand years upon Earth, Rev.

hearts of his people, ro whom he ſo diſcove s ſuc1 divine myſteries, 
of his goſpel, (as theſe are) and ic will more fill che ſouls of the fairh- 
ful, with rejoyceing, to diſcern theſe things ſo, thac as our Saviour ſaith, 
that when theſe things come near to be fulfilled, his ſervants may lift up 
their heads, for their redemption draweth »ear, Luk, 21.28. Not 0n- 
ly from the bands of all cheir enemies, both ſpiritual and cemporal, co 
ſerve him in h-lyneſs and righteouſneſs, w.thout any fear of rhem, but 
that the faithful deceaſed, Bave then approaching the Adoption, even 
the redemption of their bodies, Ro. 8,23. from the priſon and corruy- 
$103 of the grave, with the additaments of all that excellencie, of the 
elory, and excellencie, and happineſs of che vifion of Chrilts glory, in 
his kin dom, and communion with the Farher, and the holy Gho!t, and 
all the bleſſed then in char Rate with chem, which ſhall moſc certaioly 
ſee peifefted in the kingdom of glory for evermore,

Ohow fhculd the conſideration cf the wonderful decreed, reveal'd, 
and ſo far f alfiled Slo:10us grace cf the goſpel of God, the Father, Son, 
and holy ghoſt, aff: & rhe (culs of h.s people, waictis in ſuch a won- 
derſul manner urdertaken, and ſo far carried on, and in ſich a glorious 
manner, (according to Scripture) and ſhall be moii certainly accom- 
pliſhed, when be will be ſo admired of all hs Saints, in his kingd5m of 
power oneatth, ſo to make way for a bleſſed ererniry, 

How ſhould C hriftians hence learn to concemplate, upon the many 
oreat things in this ſubje&t, from the Scriprures of c:uth ſer before 
chem ; how ſhould rhey admire the mercy. wiſdom, pomer, and good- 
neſs, of God the Father, Sov, and boly Ghoſt, who have ſo wonderful- 
ly contrived, revealed, and ſo far carried on, ſo great 
and glorious benefits in the World,nor only to bs recei- Pay. 34, 
ved by faith, bur by aQtual fruitien to be enjoyed iſo 
{c vg in their paiſage to eternal happineſs, Aev. 5. 10, How will 
the $lotious exellency of Chriſts perſon, be therin admired by them, 
who 15 the brightneſs of the Fathers glory, and the expreſs Image of 
his Parſon. Heb, 1.3. who then will appear tohis Sponſe indeed, 
to be the faireſt of ten thouſand, altogether lovely, and fully delightful! 
in her eyes, whoſe lovzlyneſs the Scripture is large in ſetting torth : 
but yer when ſhe (hall then bebold ir, ſhe will (ze cauſe to acknows 
leds with the Queenof Sheba, concerning Solomons wiſdom, honor,

either belp,or counſel what to do : ſueb as ever would (if they had-con- 
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tinued longer in the World,)ſcill have deſperately run upon their ewn 
ruin remedileſly othe:wiſe : but as none ocher but he the &nly Son of 
Gcd could have pzrformed it, ſo none ott er would once have gone a- 
bout ſuch an undertaking : and cÞis great work, (as we have thewed he 
carctieth cnall along in that glortous general execut on ot his three 
ereat « ffices , for his Univerſal Church, as their great Prophet, Prieſt, 
z0d K nz, in the three great Periods of che world, the laſt: wacteof will 
mec{t ſer forth before his Saints, his Divine and wonde: ful -exc-Hencie, 
{as h's word ſhews ) and the greateit eſhcrcie of h's Vitory and ery- 
umph 3 (long b:gun fpiriruall (c:eilly) befo erhar time) bur them to 
bz eminently curried on, bath ſpiritually, and vitbly, 4gain't and over 
all acv2rſe poe:sof Satan nt evil men in the, world, ro the a:tain- 
ment of a ble ({ed Sabbaciſme of reſt for and wich his Saints ; Heb, 4 9, 
wherein will be freedom from all rhe ir aflaults: and at laſt to be per- 
feaed in everlaſting c:l:fiial glory; into which he will at lengch, carry 
his whole m'iica! body, at once together to be evermore thence for-

rupt, and bon?flave that was ingaged in ſuch debts and ranſoms, that 
none but he could pay, and yer had no ingagement to him, nor en- 
couragement of exſpectation ſ:om um, and yer he (tands oblieged 
both actively and paſſively tor him, 2nd this ro on2 Porent any way to 
revenge 0: ſatisfie himſelf upon this failer thereof 3; and ſuch engrce- 
ment 15 up2n inhinite penalty, yea, and that miſerable perſon to bave 
numberl:ſs numbe:s of ſuc?) engagemen's lying upon him, for ever:
